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AMBULANCES 
MAY SET NEW 
RECORD IN '62 


Tse of the Gettysburg Fire De­ 
partment ambulances should set 
another record this year. Julius > 
Swope, chairman of the firemen's 
ambulance board, told the Ro­ 
tary Club at its dinner meeting 
Monday night in the YWCA. 
The 514 trips made by the am­ 
bulances last year set the prior 
record, he said, So far this year 
279 trips have been made, and it 
is probable that Hie use during 
the second half of the year will 
equal that figure. 
Swope said the local volunteer 
ambulance program has been in 
existence “since 1947 when the 
firemen had an opportunity to 
buy a second hand ambulance for 
$1 .(IOO and decided they would see 
if they could help solve the prob­ 
lem of ambulance service. At 
that time, there were only alxnit 
three ambulances in the county, 
including the one operated by the 
hospital. 


13 AMBULANCES NOW 
“The experiment worked well 
and about two years later the hos­ 
pital decided the firemen were 
doing such a good job the hos­ 
pital gave its ambulance to the 
firemen and went out of that 
business. 
* 
“Each year has shown an in­ 
crease in ambulance use despite 
the fact that a large number of 
other fire companies have al.>o 
enterer! the field and there are 
now 13 ambulances immediately 
available in Adams County and 
in northern Maryland. 
“To add to the efficiency of the 
service, 
radio 
communications 
permit the ambulances to notify 
the hospital enroute as to what 
to expect in the line of emergency 
and thus the hospital can tie bet­ 
ter prepared to serve the patient 
when he arrives. In addition, the 
radio communications through the 
Quick Call center provides for 
more efficient uses of the ambu­ 
lances. 
“Support of the ambulance is 
provided by donations given by 
persons who use the ambulance 
within the county, from a charge 
of 25 cents a mile round trip made 
when ambulances go outside the 
county, by donations given by or 
ganizations and by $1,000 given 
eacn year from the proceeds ot 
Hie 
annual 
firemen’s 
festival. 
Right now we are raising a fund 
to purchase a new ambulance 
within a few years to replace the 
old one. By the end of this year 
there should be $5,000 in that 
fund."

Spy Declares He Knifed 
Himself For Purpose Of 
Reaching British Justice 


LONDON (AP)—Dr. Robert So- 
blen told the British high court 
today he knifed himself aboard a 
New York-bound airliner for the 
sole purpose of reaching British 
soil—and British justice. 
In an affidavit supporting his 
fight against removal to America 
to face a life sentence as a Soviet 
spy, Soblen said he had no inten­ 
tion of committing suicide 
“The wound I inflicted on my 
wrist w-as longitudinal,” he said. 
“Had I inflicted a circular wound 
across my wrist, I would have 
bled to death. 
“Similarly, the cut in the abdo­ 
men ripped through the skin and 
belly muscles, but did not pene­ 
trate into the abdomen itself.”

JERRY WALD IS 
EULOGIZED AS 
TOP SHOWMAN 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Colorful 
producer Jerry Wald was eulo­ 
gized Monday as one of the great 
American showmen and a man 
who rose to the top in what for 
him may have been the wrong 
profession.

Lunar Experts Says Moon 


May Have Abundant Water

CLEVELAND, Ohio <AP>- The 
possibility that the 
moon 
may 
have an abundant water su p p ly- 
including geysers and subsurface 
glaciers—Aas suggested today by 
an 
internationally known 
lunar 
expert. 
Dr. Zdenek Kopal. British astro­ 
physicist, said the moon's water 
supply may be so great that if 
squeezed out k could c o v e r.the 
lunar globe s surface to a uniform 
depth of 984 feet. 
He told apace scientists attend­ 
ing a lunar missions meeting of 
the American Rocket Society that 
his conclusions were reached de­ 
ductively, based on known facts 
about the composition and behav­ 
ior of celestial bodies. 
WOULD BE HELP 
Water is composed of hydrogen 
and oxygen and a lunar water 
supply would greatly simplify the 
I supply problem of actting up a 
self-sufficient moon base with its 
own air supply. 
In adding his support to those 
who believe water is present on 
Hie moon, Kopal said there is a 
possibility earth's sm aller com 
panion may ha\e a perm afrost 
several hundred feet deep. 
Ice close to the lunar surface, 
he continued could form glaciers 
covered by dust and debris. He 
said such glaciers could take the 
form of domes or minor bulges 
numerous astronomers have ob­ 
served in certain regions of the 
moon 
D ESC R IB ES LUNAR STEAM 
Kopal agrees with the widely 


"a s formed by an accumulation 
of tiny particles of cold m atter 
in space drawn together by the 
mutual pull of gravity. 
His theory contends further that 
these particle* contained volatile 
compounds including water, that 
were locked within their crystal 
structure A relatively high pro­ 
portion of water has been found 
in stony meteorites. 
When Hie moon was formed, 
the spontaneous disintegration of 
the radioactive elements present 
heated its internal tem perature 
unil its interior glowed much like 
'the inside of a terrestrial blast 
furnace. Tnis heat broke the solid 
state bonds holding the water in 
crystals and liberated it as super­ 
heated steam. 
Kopal gave thus concept of how 
lunar 
steam 
might 
behave: 
“Along any cavity or crack tem­ 
porarily formed in the crust, it 
should be able to escape unoer 
its own pressure toward the outer 
and cooler layers, where it should 
condense into the liquid 
phase 
and eventually freeze in the sub­ 
surface layer.’*
